The Ottawa frieuda of Sir John 
Macdonald intend to offer him a ban- 
quet, with the previous understanding 
that ho will refuse it for private rea- 
sons. 

— A petition has 
been put in motion for the commuta- 
tion of the sentence of Greaves and 
Sparham.

Montreal, May 19.— Mr. G. Ry- 
lund'H petition to the Governor-Gen- 
eral, praying for the disallowance of 
the act passed by the Provincial Legis- 
lature during the lato session to sub- 
divide tho registration division of 
Montreal, is being largely signed. 

Halifax, May 18. — One of the post 
office clerks who acted as stamp ven- 
dor, has been suspended for using ob- 
literated stamps on letters and parcels, 
nnd appropriating tho clean stunipa to 
his own use.

Ottawa, May 18. — Information 1ms 
been received hero tlmt the Blaokfoot 
Iudifins from Montana made an incur- 
sion on British, territory aud captured 
33 horses of British Indians. Col. 
McLean made pursuit but the savatroa 
escaped with their booty. A requisi- 
tion uaB inconsequence been ma le l>v 
the Dominion Government on the 
American Government for the latter 
to koop order on their side of the line. 

The community hero are consider- 
ably oxcited over the result of a trial 
smelting of the ore of the Ottawa Iron 
and Steel Manufacturing Oo.; mo'al 
equal to the best brands of Swedish 
has boon produced from the first run 
of the ore, and tho stockholders are 
anticipating big dividends. 

Milton, Got., May 14.— Chief Jus- 
tice Draper to-day, at noon, gave his 
decision in the Halton contested elec- 
tion petition.

The Registration— A Uovorumcnt 
Defeat. 

Tho li»U wero closod yesterday in oil 
the Ialaiid dis.tr'.ots and it is gratifying 
to learn that the Government have been 
handsomely beaten in their attempt tu 
reduce tho number of voters in the city. 
Last year the number of city voters on 
the list was 706'. The now list shows a 
total of 8-iD in tho city. Of this number 
the Government threaten to objeut to 20 
who wero registered by Air. Harris, J. P. ; 
but thoy will not bo permitted to striie 
the names oil without a struggle before a 
compotout judicial tribunal. In their at- 
tempt to disfranchise many old and valu 
able citizons who have removed to this 
district from other districts wo regret to 
say that the Government have been only 
too successful — at least 100 fully quali- 
fied electors being denied registration! 
Tho ovil elFoct of the new Act will he most 
eoverely folt in tbo country districts. 
Victoria District, which last year had 
228 on tho list, has only 131 this year— a 
falling off of -17; Esquimau district, which 
last year had 130 voters, has only 127 now 
■ — nine less. In tho aggregate, owing to 
spirit of indignation aroused in tho city 
by tho disfranchising attempt of tho Gov- 
ernment and a slightly appreoiatod popu- 
lation ttie number of voters registered 
bIiows a considerable increase. The num- 
ber, bo far as known, stands thus:

Wo congratulate the People on the re- 
sult of their first contest with a corrupt 
»nd tyrannical Government. 

Thji Lob stub Can Qo*stion. — Tho Lon- 
don (Eng.) Civil Service Review, says: — 
"Tho Washington Treaty seems to bo one 
of the moHt unfortunate of instruments, 
bo far as this country is concerned. It was 
not enough that new rules of internation- 
al law should bo constructed for the pur- 
pose of insuring England's conviction, 
bnt our 'cute cousins violate any articlo 
that docs not suit them. "Heads, I win, 
tails, you lose," appears to be their prin- 
ciple of proceeding. A good deal of dia- 
onssion has taken place in Canada, rela- 
tive to the violation of Artiolo 21 of tho 
Treaty by the United States. This arti- 
cle provides that all kinds of lish shall 
be admitted into tho Uuited Htates and 
Canada respectively free of duty; but 
there being a large importation into tho 
United States from Canada of cauued lob- 
aterH, the United States Government has 
imposed a very higli duty on tlio tins in 
wbioh tbe lobster is conveyed! Another 
point ffliioh has been raised relates to 
British Columbia. This Province did 
pot form part of the Dominion when the 
Treaty was ratified, so the American Gov- 
ernment refuses to extend its benotits to 
that part of Canada. In these aud other 
instances tiu< practice of tho Americans 
baa been like that of a sharp, usorupulous 
attorney— tmsy obey tho letter, but vio 
late tho spirit of tho Treaty. 

Unman Colombia Mail, Skiivich. — The 
Ottawa Times says: — "A new contract has 
beon entered into wit h the L'oal Oih\;o 
Department of Canada for the convey 
buco of the mails between San Francisco 
and Viotoria. This service heretofore 
has been a semi-monthly one. Under the 
new contract, however, tho service will 
bo uemi weekly during tue summer »ii 
months, ami weekly lor tho remainder of 
tho year. This increased service has been 
obtained for the same amount of sub idy 
as was paid formerly for the semi month- 
ly service. Tho contractors, we believe, 
have given evidence of tueii substantial 
character, quite satisfactory to tho Do 
partuieut, and there is every reason to 
believe that tho two qualities always 
most desirable in such arrangements, 
efficiency and cheapness, have beeu aiuu- 
ly secured here. It will, perhaps, not 
bo out ol place to cite this improved mail 
arrangement, as another ol the many 
evidences of energetic and sueoessful ad- 
ministifttion which have boon afforded by 
Mr. Macdonald, fiuco he took in hand the 
management of tho Post Otlico Depart- 
ment," 

Tun tax an canned lish, imposed by the 
Uuited States Government, forms tho 
■abject of some comment in tho Loudon 
Standard. Our Loudon contemporary 
thinks tho "dodge" which tho Washing- 
ton autnorities have hit hit upon "is ouo 
ef eiooeding adroitness, and proves that 
none of tho ancioiit traditions of Ameri- 
can diplomacy aro likely to become tar 
nishod in General Grant's keeping;" and 
adds: "-We must even envy tho citizens 
of that great country, which can carry 
into its diplomatic transactions so rare 
and convenient a sense of patriotism, and 
havo reason to be jealous of a smartness 
•which is neithor abashed at ind iroct dam- 
ages, nor contemptuous of lobster-cans. 
And in relloetiug on this latost working 
of tho Washington Treaty, tho Canadians 
cannot help fooling that they have an ad- 
ditional reason for gratitude at their lucky 
escape from tho lato proposed reciprocity 
treaty." 

Sookh iiniDGH. — We hear from Mr. 
Geo. liakor, tho contractor, and also the 
Superintendent of Bridges, that the 
bridge across Sooko river is finished and 
is a splendid pieoe of work. Tho struc- 
ture is an arch-beam bridge, tho span 
being 131 feot, and tho length over all 
192 feot, and it is tho only bridge of the 
kind iu tho country. It has stood a se- 
vere teat and will bo a great oonvonionoe 
to tho settlors. 



Twaddle Again. 

Wo hadjhoped that all the editorial twad- 
dle in tho market was monopolized by 
tho San Francisco Alia, alias "Granny/' 
and tho Victoria Standard, alias "Pap-a;" 
but wo were mistaken. Tho Toronto Mail 
has an articlo founded on the stuir ami 
uonsouso of an Alta annexation article, 
which articlo was greedily copied into 
our Victoria contemporary us represent- 
ing tho sentiments of Americans concert- 
ing British Columbia. II tho Mail know 
tho estimation in which both tho Alta 
aud Standard uro hold in their respect' vo 
localities, it would hesitate before devot- 
ing any space to either; and wo should 
not now refer to the Mail's article if wo 
did not wish to direct tho especial atten- 
tion of our readers to tho sentiments 
which wo havo italicisod. 'L'hn Mail, we 
should say, is an opposition paper, and 
represents tho party in Camilla with 
whom our Local Government is said to 
ho iu full accord: 

"Wo havo on a fow occasions formerly 
referred to the great interest which a Sun 
Francisco newspaper, the Alta California, 
takes in tho affairs of Canada, and more 
especially of the Pacific Province. Itn 
estimate of the valuo of British Columbia 
would delight a Bunster, while it would, 
iu a corresponding degree, sadden the 
heart of a Blake, who revels in the thought 
that it is a region of "inhospitality," "a 
sea of mountains." Our California con 
temporary seems much pleased at the 
defeat of tho Nanaimo and Esqnimalt 
bill in the Senate, arguing therefrom 
that the work of annexation lias been 
made so much easier. It will very soon 
find its mistake. The people, of British 
Columbia will be fully satisfied to obtain the 
railway on tho Mainland: if Mr. Mackenzie 
Kill but nice them that the;/ will be quite con- 
tent. The Vancouver Inland railway Is not 
required just now, and the millions which 
would be spent in its construction can be 
put to much bettor use in pushing along 
tho transcontinental railway." 

Municipal Police Court.

William Embleton was charged by 
Thos. Spenco with stealing part of tho 
diving apparatus usod in tho removal of 
Beaver Hock.

The Mouck (Dominion) olection oase 
was tried at Cayuga. Only one witnoss 
was examined, an agent of Mr.MoCallum, 
who testified that ho had paid a voter 82U 
for his support. The election was do 
olared void, and respondent ordered to 
pay tho costs. The charges of personal 
bribery wore withdrawn. Mr.M iCalluui 
is the Conservative who look Monck from 
Mr. Edgar. 

Politioau rumors are rife at Ottawa in 
oousequence of tho postmaster- General's 
elevation. The Promier, it i-> said, sent 
for Mr. Blake, who was tnen his guest, to 
consult bitu upon tho British Columbia 
question and other points upon which 
tlio twe differed, in order that Mr. Mao 
kenzie may mature a satisfactory policy 
oro going to England to consult with the 
imperial authorities. 

The steamship Los Angeles, Capt. How 
ell, -1 days from San Frauuisno with 10G 
passengers, came into the harbor yester- 
day morniug, and having discharged 
freight, proceeded to the bound. She 
had 28 passengers, 25 bags of mail, hikI 
73 tons of freight for Victoria; Following 
is the passenger list: M. Kyea, .1. 11. 
llttirland, C. W. Wallace, wife and fami- 
ly, L. Gross, W. Sheenan, 13. W. Jouson, 
aud 21 in the steerage. 

A Loudon 'Times' Vienna dispatch says 
a dreadful aceideut occurred on the river 
Mur, at the town of Judenburg, Province 
of Tyrah. A ferry-boat having a number 
of Catholics on their way to visit the 
shrines on the other side of tho Mur from 
Judenburg, sunk in the middle of tho 
stream. Fifty nine pilgrims wero saved, 
but seventy-six are missing, all of whom 
aro believed to havo been drowned. 

Tun Sporting Olkmoyman Dead.— 
Uov. John King, of Lincolnshire, is dead. 
Under the alias of Mr. Louudes he was 
widely known an the owner of racing 
stock, notably of "Apology" and of "Ho 
ly Friar," one of the favorites for tho 
Derby of 1875. "Holy Friar" becomes 
disqualified for running for tho Derby, 
and all bats on him aro rendered void.

LAST NIGHT S_ DISPATCHES. 

Europe- 

London, May 81. — A settlement of tho 
stock exchange resulted in but three fail- 
ures, and they of slight importance. 

In the House of Lords, this morning, 
Earl Itnssull asked that tho correspond- 
ence between Great Britain and the Con- 
tinental Powers, arising out of tho recent 
war alarm, be laid before tho House. The 
Earl of Derby replied that he sympathized 
with the cui iosiiy of those who had watoh- 
•id tho course of foreign affairs tho last 
few weeks, tho Government desired iiot 
to conceal what it hail done, bnt it would 
bo impossible to give a full account with- 
out largely using confidential communi- 
cations nud opinions of other Govera- 
ments who would object to such disclos- 
ures. The publication of these commun- 
ications would prevent English diplomats 
from receiving information iu future, and 
to submit a mutilated correspondence 
would mislead tho House. The causes 
of tlio dispute wero liable to recur, there- 
lore it was not desirable in the interests 
of peace to give publicity to details of 
the controversy. Lord Derby thon pro- 
ceeded to state that persons highest in 
authority in Berlin of late opesly de- 
clared that tho French army had become 
a source of danger to Gernisny because 
its magnitude showed a determination on 
the part of the French to renew the war; 
that Germany in self-defense might feel 
itself obliged to strike the first blow to 
secure peace, and that it was necessary 
that the Fronch army be considerably re- 
duced. This having been reported by 
tho German representatives hero and 
elsewhere, created intense excitement in 
France, and tbo French government dis- 
claimed all warlike intentions. Lord 
Derby said ho sincerely believed no states- 
man in Franco desired war. France after 
her humiliation, naturally desired to havo 
an army which could give her the influ- 
ence to which sho considered herself en- 
titled. One of tho difficulties whs that 
Franco was unable to conceive that Gor- 
man apprehensions wero genuine; they 
regarded the representations mado by 
many as a pretensa for Irosh wnr, and 
it seemed tu Hur Majesty's Government 
that there was a mutual misunderstand 
ing which might lead to grave eonse 
q nonces, for Germany's step might havo 
biiPii a formal request for Franco to dis- 
mount her armament, while Franco would 
probably hasten it and thereby oonlirm 
tho suspicions of Germany. Tho exist- 
ence of this mutual distrust afforded a 
good opportunity to offer tho friendly 
olfioes of England. Russia viewed 
things in the same light and the visit of the 
Emperor Alexander to Berlin supplied 
tho means of supporting England's rep- 
resentations. Lord Derby concluded 
by declaring that England had done her 
duty without any sacrifices in the past, 
present or prospective. She had entered 
into no agreement aud made no pledges, 
but her policy of non-intervention did 
not mean isolation or indifference to the 
pence of Europe, 

London, May 31.— The House of Com 
rnous to night reBUined the consideration 
of tho Question of Privilege. Tho motion 
offered by tho Marquis of Hartington, 
.May 4th, was taken up. It was to tho 
effect that the House should not entertain 
any complaint with respect to the publi- 
cation of its proceedings, except in cases' 
of wilful aiiirepre-wntatioiis when nub 
liotatiou is prohibited, and strangers 
will not bo oblig«d 'o withdraw unless 
they are disorderly or by special division 
of the House. This motion was curried. 
Disraeli then mo veil, If attention is called 
by any member to the presence of a stran 
gers in the House, they shall decide by 
division whether he shall withdraw; 
further that the Speaker be empowerad 
to order their withdrawal whenever be 
sees lit 

Disraeli's motion was uuanimously car- 
ried. 

London, June 1. — The Ti inns thus com 
ments on the failure of Sanderson & Co: 
"We regret lc chronicle this failure 
which will bring result i dinilar to those 
which followed the-collapse of Gnerney 
Si Co. It is said that Sanderson & Co. 
are involved with iron companies to the 
amount of £800,000 sterling, and that 
the aggregate liabilities amount to sever 
al millions .sterling.

TucHday was a duy of mourning 
throughout do eit3 r . At an early hour 
preparations wero going forward for 
the solemn duties of tho afternoon. 
Flags wore drooping at half-mast in 
all parts of the city, aud long before 
tho hour appointed for tlio funeral 
services to begin very many of the 
buildings along King street wero 
draped iu mourning. 

At ton o'clock the doors of tho Gov- 
ernment House wero opened to tho 
public, and during tho forenoon a 
largo number of visitors were admitted. 
The remains of tho Into Liout-Govor- 
nor lay in state in tlio drawing-room 
from ton a. m. till ouo p. in. Tho 
windows of the room were darkened, 
and tho furniture was draped in bluck. 
Tho gaselier suspended from the cen- 
ter of the ceiling directly over tho 
collin was draped in hoavy folds of 
crape, and the subduod light strugg- 
ling faintly through tho heavily frosted 
globes and falling im tho sombre 
drapery about the room gavo an air 
of inexpressible solemnity to tho scone. 
Tho features of tho decea3od were as 
placid and natural as though ho was 
sleeping, tho folded hands holding a 
small bunch of flowers, while other 
rare and beautiful flowers were scatter- 
ed iu rich profusion through tho folds 
of tho cerements. Vases of flowers 
also stood at tho head and foot of tho 
colli u. 

By two o'clock a largo number of 
friends nad assembled, and at shortly 
before half past two the tolling ot the 
cathedral bell gave the signal for the 
forming of the procession. The hearse, 
drawn by four horses, wus brought to 
tho main entrance of the Government 
House. Tho coflin, bearing two beauti- 
ful floral wreaths, was then brought 
out and placed in tlio hearse, tho thun- 
ders of the artillery mingling with tho 
solemn tolling of tho cathedral boll 
and the mournful music of the baud 
as the cortege began to move slowly 
from the door.

As the procession marohod down 
King street t|iu bund played "Neurer, 
My God. to 1 hoe," in slow time, and 
afterward "itest, Spirit, Heat." On 
Simcoo and King si i cots there was an 
enormous concoui .o of poople, not 
only in tho street and on the sidewalks 
but the walls of the new St. Andrew's 
Church, the fences, every window. and 
even the housetops were crowded with 
people. All alone' King street every 
window, door, balcony and housetop 
was crowded, while the crush in tho 
struct was attunes almost suffocating 
When the head of the procession 
reached St. James' Cathedral, tho 
baud took up a position in tho street 
opposite the gate, while tho cavalry- 
escort formed in lines on oithor sido 
of tho stroot, allowing the procession 
to pass through. As soon as tho pro- 
cession halted at this point a crowd 
commenced to surge up from tho op- 
posito direction, and meeting thoso 
who wore coming down with the pro- 
cession, there was a jam that at ono 
time Beemed to tin eaten serious results 
especially as there wore a number of 
small children who wero in imminent 
il anger of being trampled under foot. 

Only a very small portion of thoso 
present were admitted to tho cathedr- 
al, as it was completely Idled before 
tho crowd outside was perceptibly 
lessened. 

After tho reading of the sentonooi by 
Dean Grnssett, the " Mendelssohn Fun- 
oral March" was played on tho organ by 



Mr. Carter, and Luther's hymn, "Great 
God, what do I see and hoar," was sung 
by a largoly increased choir (Mr. Cobban 
and tho Misses Dexter assisting.) TLo 
Psalms appointed wero then read, tlio 
"Gloria Patri" being sung to Purcell's 
Burial Chant. Before the Lesson, tlio 
anthem "Forsake mo not, O Lord," ar- 
ranged by Mr. Carter from Handel's 
"Dead March'' in Saul, was performed in 
a most impressive manner. After the 
■service, Chopin and Beethoven's Funeral 
Marches were played by Mr. Carter. The 
musical service was throughout well per- 
formed, sod added greatly to tho solem- 
nity and improEsiveness of tho ceremo- 
nies. 

Ah the funeral cortege passed out of 
tho church, the chimoH rung the "Dead 
March" in Saul. After the procession had 
reformed, it took up the line of March to 
tho oemotery by way of King and Parlia- 
ment streets. All along the way every 
spot that oouJd command a view of tho 
street was occupied. Although it was 
nearly four o'clock before the procession 
reached Parliament street, tho sides of 
that stroot wero linod from King street to 
tho cemetery with men, women and child- 
ren, many of whom had been waiting 
thoro since two o'clock. 

On roaching tho cemetery tho burial 
nervioe of tho Church of England was 
read, and tho remains wero deposited iu 
the vault beneath the chapel. 

Tlio New Lieutenant-Governor. 

[Toronto Liberal.] 

Our Ottawa despatch informs us 
that the Hon D. A. Macdotiald has 
been appointed to the vacant Lieut- 
Govornorship of Ontario. The posi- 
tion, it is stated on good authority, 
was; offered to the Hon. Geo. Brown 
— a gentleman whose services to the 
country justly entitlo him to tho offer. 
As, however, ho did not fool it his 
duty to accept tho office, it was next 
tendered to Mr. Macdonald, who, we 
understand, has accepted it. 

The Hon. Mr. Macdonald, tho new 
Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario, is 
the first nativo of this Province who 
has been elevated to that distinguish- 
ed position. He was born at St. Rap 
hael's, Glengarry, and is a younger 
brother of tho lato Hon. John Sand 
field Macdonald, tho first Premier of 
Ontario. Mr. Macdonald was first re- 
turned to Parliament for Glengarry in 
1857, and has represented the same 
constituency over since. He entered 
the present Dominion Government on 
itB formation in November, 1S73, tak- 
ing the portfolio of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. In 1871, when Mr. Blake form- 
ed his Administration, Mr. Macdonald 
declined to accept tho Treasurership, 
of Ontario. Under his administration 
as Pos'.mastor General, several reforms 
and improvements havo been intro- 
duced into the Department; direct 
postal communication with tho West 
Indies has been established ; free pos 
tal delivory in cities and towns intro- 
duced, and a reciprocal reduction 
made in postal ia'cp between the 
United States and Canada. Last ses 
sion he brought down aud carried 
through a Postal Bill which in sotno 
points, was strongly opposed by the 
Press, but its merit as a whole was 
universally acknowledged. 

M'. Macdonald is a courteous and j 
honourable gentleman, and well fitted I 
for the duties of the office to which he 
has been called. Vc congratulate 
him on his elevation, and feel safe in 
expressing tho belief that his appoint- 
ment will be acceptable to the Pro- 
vince, and that ho will prove hiaisell 
worthy of the high position. 

Queen Charlotte Islands. 

Attontion has been drawn to tins 
almost unknown part of the Domin- 
ion by a short but interesting sketch 
of thorn in the last number of tne Ca- 
nadian Monthly, by the Rev. T. G. 
Porter. They form part of the Pro- 
vince of British Columbia, aud are 
situated in tho Nor.h Pacific Ocean 
about sixty days' sail from Vanoouvei 
Island on tho direct ro.ite between 
Canada and Asia. These island-.; have 
a fine climate, are well studied with 
fish and game, tho agricultural and 
mineral resources aro extensive, and 
tho Indians superior morally and in- 
tellectually to those of the mainland. 
No attempt has been made as yet to 
colonize them, though tl.o necessity 
for such a movement is plainly visi- 
ble. The Toronto "Liberal" says thai 
in maps published by the United States 
Government thoy aro printed within 
tho boundary of and in the same col- 
our as Alaska. These islands are too 
valuable to negleut, and wethiuk thai 
steps should at once bo taken to main- 
tain Canadian authority thereon. To 
prevent Vancouver Island from join- 
ing tho States it was neoeasary to spend 
a large sum in colonization, but us Mr. 
Porter observes it would require n 
comparatively small sum to place a 
largwBumber of set tlors on these is- 
lands! There are many poisons in 
Ontario who, with libeial induce- 
ments, would settle in a country with 
such magnificent climate and al u i- 
dant resources. Our neighbours are 
active on the Pacific shore us well as 
in tho East, and if these islands lie 
uncaroJ for it may bo long before an 
enterprising colony of California lo- 
cate themselves upon them. Should 
such bo the cntso their removal or sub- 
jection to Canadian authority might, 
prove a troublesome matter.
